An interesting Account of the 
Western Island on Scottish 
Coast. 



A Hardy and Intelligent People 
Existing Under Discourag- 
ing Conditions. 



Tiree, 'Scotland, Sept. 15.— I urn ben.', 
officially accredited, for the purpose of 
inquiring into the ('rotter question, and 
in my next I hope to tell you a good 
deal about it. 1 am going to interview 
a large number of the fishermen and in- 
quire into their character and disposition. 

Landing at Tiree is a bit of a trial. 
There is no quay or wharf of any kind. 
\ large fishing boat, used as tender, 
comes out to the steamer, and is pro- 
pelled by oars. The steamer is anchor- 
ed and the boat comes alongside. When 
the ¥ea is rough, as it often is, there is 
difficulty in making fast. A miscel- 
laneous cargo of crates of bread, pro- 
visions of all kinds, passengers and pas- 
sengers' luggage, sheep and what-not, 
indiscriminately transferred La the 
boat. The waves beat in between the 
two craft and tho wind sends the spray 
in showers over the luckless passengers 
ind crew, drenching them to the skin. 
A rough passage makes the most of the 
passengers hopelessly sick, uotwithstnud- 
their being nursed by the sea from 
their infancy. Several of the cabin 5ms- 
ugera who wore parting with their 
midday meal looked savagely at me be- 
so I continued to wrjte, heedless of 
their misery. 
Coming from Oban here you go north- 
est through tho Sound of Mull, past 
the great Island of Mull, rounding its 
headland, stopping at Coll and on to 
Scarmisli, the only landing place In 
Tiree. On the way you -pass Utinolly 
Castle, the ruins of which, just above 
Oban, look down in solemn aud solitary 
adness. iDunrt, Aultornish and Gleu- 
orm castles, and the little sleepy, au- 
these castles, and the little sleepy, an- 
tique-looking town of Tober-mory, situ- 
ated on the northwest corner of Mull. 
Its chief, if not only, industry is a dis- 
tillery, the product of which is the cele- 
brated Tober-mory whisky. In fact, 
whisky is the only profitable industry 
in the Highlands. There are about 15') 
distilleries scattered here and there, but 
the Scotch whiskies very rarely reach 
the outside world as originally distilled. 
Tho entire product is bought up by 
dealers, principally in Glasgow, wh|o 
"blend" it and send it out to the wor'd 
under a variety of names never heard 
of in Scotland. I met on the boat a 
very interesting old gentleman, the own- 
er of Coll, Col. Stewart by name, aud 
lie bad been the world over, including 
Vancouver and Victoria. Tho former 
placo he remembered principally on ac- 
count of two things— a smoking concert 
by the Caledonian Society in thoMeKin- 
11011 block, at which Mr. Selater, the 
C. P. K. agent, sang, much to his de- 
light; two lots, which he was roped into 
living, and the taxes for which he parts 
with annually with tears in his eyes. 
Curiously enough, I have not been in a 
place yet, but I have met some one 
mourning over investments in Canada, 
principally in mines and town lots. Even 
here in Tiree Dr. Buchanan years ago 
invested over £2,000 in a town site. He 
has- the investment, and some very 
swell maps of the place, the latest pos- 
sibilities of which are as great as ever 
they were. Another has shares in the 
Oolden Cache, another in the Buckhorn. 
near Greenwood, and another in the 
(ioldcn Eagle, or some such high-Hying 
name. That is tho kind of thing that 
faces you everywhere— the Daniel of our 
dishonesty come to judgment! 1 feel 
very much like the Pharisee, who was 
not as other men were, in respect to 
British Columbia; for although 1 sever- 
al times tried to sell properties to 
strangers with capital, I never succeed- 
ed. 1 am, therefore, guiltless before the 

'Tiree is one of the most westerly of 
the islands, and between it and America 
there is nothing but the vast expanse of 
ocean. It is an island about 13 miles 
long by about three miles wide. It U 
interesting in the last degree. In the 
21,000 acres odd there is not a tree or 
shrub of any kind, except one little 
ibunch of gorse and a few small willows 
at the rear of Island House. Tiree is 
a great bed of sand, overlying a forma- 
tion of Launentian gneiss, which ob- 
trudes itself in a great many places. The 
population numbers 2,200, and was! 
formerly about 4,000. lake all these 
western islands, it has a history dalim: 
far back. The day after landing 1 was 
driven all around the island, and on 
Sunday and Monday 1 walked across it 
at many points, talking to the people 
aud taking notes of their condition. I 
came across two Druidionl circles of 
stones, one of which I believe had not 
previously baen observed. There are 
also remains of Danish fortifications, 
and a number of names indicate Danish 
occupation. Perhaps the most interest- 
ing archaeological features are two old 
chapels in ruins near Searnish. These 
were 'built at tho time of St. Columba 
(521-507), and in the graveyard are very 
ancient lonau crosses of '.lie same period. 

Though isolated, Tiree was not exempt 
from the feuds of Highland clans, and 
the records teem with accounts df those 
bloody deeds of reprisal, which disgrace 
Scottish annals. 'Never was so blood- 
thirsty a people created, and if it were 
not for tho romance which surrounds 
their doughty performances, one would 
be ashamed to own them as ancestors. 
In no respect were they better than the 
Indian tribes of Xonb America, and tho 
existence of 'Scotsmen today is pe- 
culiarly duo to the law of the survival of 
the fittest Their descendants in Tiree 
are, however, of a most exemplary char- 
acter—honest, industrious, intelligent, 
hospitable, polite, quiet and deeply re- 
ligious. There is but one inn and not 
a single licensed bouse. They have 
singular love 'for their bleak island; but 
cruel, hard circumstances are divorcing 
them from their home of ages. Modern 
conditions of livelihood are leaving them 
stranded. Manv of them have gone to 
'Canada, the United States and Aus- 
tralasia. The younger people are leav- 
ing for the "South." The girls are go- 
ing out to service, and the young men 
seeking employment in Glasgow and 
elsewhere. In 'many a Crofter house 
there is only olio old woman or an old 
couple or a wife and children, who do 
pend upon the earnings of the absfti't 
ones It hi pathetic to see these poor 
people, clinging to life and their native 
home, and yet realizing that the out- 
look is hopeless. 'Che fishing is all gone 
—the ling and tho flounder: The enter- 
prising Glasgow and Aberdeen men iisti 



the flounder from under their noses, us- 
ing trawls, which not only bags the lisb, 
but destroys the spawning beds. "The 
trawl!" "The trawl!" is the cry of tho 
Tiree fishermen. They ascribe to it all 
their troubles. They now depend upon 
tho lobster, which, too, is dwindling 
away. 1 For forty years there was a 
kelp factory ou the island, carried 011 
by a Glasgow company, which gave em- 
ployment to a number of men. The com- 
pany now- get their kelp cheaper and bet- 
ter from Norway, and so last year the 
kelp works were closed down. One af- 
ter the other their props are going. 
Practically the industry of the island is 
reduced to cattle and sheep raising 
which it is well and alone adapted, and 
without land that is impossible. For 
these reasons, therefore, the poorer peo- 
ple are keen to get land, and they think 
tho Duke should divide up the island 
among them, instead of leasing it to a 
few large holders. Under other circum- 
stances one could sympntize with them 
in this desire. All their traditions antl 
associations are linked to this one little 
island of 21,000 acres. Their ancestors 
occupied it for 2,000 years or more. It 
is theirs absolutely, the only one thing 
in life they can call their own; and yet 
they own not a foot of it, and only bo'd 
on suffrance the little plat 011 which 
their cottages are built. But— and here 
comes in a very large BUT— if they had 
the land, they would still make but a 
very jKji.ir living, if at all. It is very 
poor farming land, as you nitty guess, 
anil only really lit for grazing." There 
was a time when the small crofter diil 
well, but since Australians have found 
the British market there is no price for 
wool. Tbi' competition from Ar.ierica, 
tho isolated position of the island and 
high freigh Urates, leave but a small mar- 
gin of profit on stock. Dairying is an 
impossible industry. At least, it lias 
been tried and failed. The large holders 
make money by buying "stirks" from 
the Crofters, grazing them for a year or 
two and then selling as two nnd three 
year olds In Glasgow. At best it re- 
quires capital and considerable pastur- 
age area to make it possible. To the 
Crofter, therefore, there lies no hope- 
except over the seas or beyond this life 
—of materially bettering his position 
Notwithstanding the feeling of the peo- 
ple on the land question, they are very 
fond of the Duke of Argyll and all his 
kin; and they live in terror of his sellin" 
the island, which is probable if ho can 
had a customer. The Duke, on his 
part, is very fond of his people, and .s 
tho very embodiment of kindness 
though a duke and the possessor of a 
very large slice of the Western High-

During conference Mr. Mitchell offered 
to refer the settlement of questions in- 
volved in the strike to a committee 
to he appointed by tho President. 

To tii is proposition the operators 
vehemently expressed their disapproval, 
and said that they would not listen to 
any proposition of any character eman- 
ating from Mr. Mitchell. They said, 
however, that any individual miner iu 
any of tho mining camps who had a 
grievance against the operator of that 
particular mine might submit his griev- 
ance to a judge of the district court of 
that district, and they would abide by 
the result.

last and sentenced to two years' impris- 
onment, for the theft of goods from 
'Spencer's Arcade, were arraigned yes- 
terdav before Mr. Justice Martin and 
pleaded guilty to a charge of stealing 
from the AVestside. 

'His Lordship sentenced each of tho 
prisoners to one year's Imprisonmeut in 
the common jail, the sentences to ruu 
concurrently with those imposed on 
Tuesday. 

Mr. LMcLean, deputy attorney-general, 
called the attention of the court to the 
fact that the i*dice of Vancouver had 
paid over to the counsel for the prison- 
ers a portion of the money found in their 
'possession, and which there was every 
reason to believe had been stolen or oh 

ined from the sale of stolen goods. 

II is Lordship remarked that such ac- 
tion "was unwarranted on the part of 
the Vancouver police, who should have 
held the 'money subject to the order of 
the court. 

It appears that of the money found on 
the prisoners, $130 "was stolen from Mr. 
Fisher, a Winnipeg lawyer, who was 
visiting Vancouver while they were oper- 
ating in that city. This money 'will be 
restored to the owner \vheu he produces 
proof of its loss ami identifies it. 

The accused, realizing that their game 
was up, made a clean breast of it to 
Superintendent Hussey, giving him de- 
tails of their peculations, so that be will 
be in a position to restore the hulk of 
the stolen property to its owners.

sea captains to the world and more 
Presbyterian clergymen to Scotland 
than any other place of its size in exist- 
ence. 

Now I have told you ali I know about 
Tiree, that will bear telling, and I have 
told you so much on account of the in- 
terest the Crofter question may have in 
the future. It is described in a pamph- 
let as the "Granary and ►flower of the 
Hebrides." Without further personal 
knowledge of the Hebrides, I will accept 
the description as a. curate. All tilings 
are only true relatively. It is certainly 
a wonderful island. As described in the 
pamphlet aforesaid, "the natural feat- 
ures of the island are rich, level pasture 
and corn (grain) growing lands, well 
watered (by frequent rains), undulating 
in parts and rising in three different di- 
rections to considerable heights. . . . 
'Surrounded by curving bays, the beaches 
Of which are formed of beautiful hard, 
wiiite sand (which drifts about like 
snow and forms in one place what Lady 
Victoria takes* pleasure in calling 'the 
■Sahara), the coastline rises to the 
southwest jn magnificently rugged cliffs 
('magnificently' is rather it strong term), 
in which are numerous caves." The 
pastures are certainly ruch. nurtured as 
they are by rains and humid sea breezes, 
the native grass, though small, is thick 
in velvety sward. Even uj> among the 
rocks it thrives and the cattle and sheep 
thrive remarkably well on it. I also 
saw .-oino good crops., of oats, rye and 
'barley, though, as a rule, these were 
poor. The .Crofters fertilize their hold- 
ings with sea weed. 

I cannot close without adding one 
word. In a remote and island part of 
the continent one would not naturally 
look for many of the comforts of the 
modem inn, but at Scarmish 1 was pro- 
vided for as well and looked after "as 
comfortably as any place - 1 have 
been in— homelike hut good, clean and 
sweet. I leave tomorrow morning with 
some regrets by the onlv boat to sail 
since my arrival.

It will be generally admitted that the 
capitalization of sower rentals is the 
proper met hud by which to sol about 
the extension of the sewerage system in 
Victoria.

PRESIDENTIAL INTEUVEXTION. 

We can Imagine nothing more solemn 
than the conference which took place 
yesterday between the President of the 
United States and the representatives 
of the coal operators and striking min- 
ers. The President's language also he- 
litted the gravity of the occasion. But 
what will affect tho imagination of the 
world most is the character of the 
language he employed, "I disclaim," 
said the President, "any right or duty 
to intervene in this way upon legal 
grounds, or upon any olllcial relation 
mat I bear to the situation; but the 
urgency and the terrible nature of the 
catastrophe impending over a large por- 
tion of our people in the shape of a 
winter fuel famine, impel me, after 
much anxious thought, to believe that 
Uiy duty requires me to use whatever 
influence 1 personally can to bring to 
tin end a situation which has become 
literally intolerable."'

this appeal: "With ail' the earnestness 
there is in me, 1 ask that there be at 
i in modi ate resumption of operations ii 
the coal mines in some such way lis 
will, without a day's unnecessary delay 
uni t the. crying needs of the people.' 
Is there nut something pathetic. in ■ thi: 
confessed impotence of the civil power 
to deal with industrial strife, although 
it carries with it consequences described 
as "far-reaching'' and "appalling" and 
a "famine the future terrors of which 
we can hardly yet appreciate." Tin 
United -States is a proud nation, a sen 
sitive nation, and a strong nation. 
cannot imagine it holding such language 
to any other nation on the face of the 
earth. Yet thus wo hear its voice ii 
the presence of an industrial dispute 
There has been a marked difference be 
tween this coal strike and any strike on 
a large scale which bus preceded it in 
the United States or elsewhere. For 
organization, completeness, indifference 
to consequences, and deadly deter- 
mination, it has outmatched them 
all. But of all its phenomena, this 
intervention by tile President is to 
the student of economics, the most re- 
markable, and his intervention with the 
language of' confessed Impotence and 
ngpnlzed appeal, is in any case a strange' 
departure in the functions aiol carriage 
of sovereignty. If without effect, it 
must form a fwurfll] portent for the ulti- 
mate stability of politieaj institutions in 
the United States, and' their power fo 
deal with the economic problems which 
confront all civilized countries at the 
present time,

Crown prosecutor 

Justice Martin held that it was a ser- 
ious question, and ruled that if Mr. 
Davis was to appear il must be to 
ussisl as Crown prosecutor, 

Mr. Davis then took up Mr. Duffs 
arguments on the motion to quash the 
indictments. He would reverse the or- 
ler of Mr, Duff's arguments and would 
t»k< the last lirst. Not only, said Mr. 
Davis, was it not necessary for the 
•_":ind jury lo examine witnesses, but 
they could find an indictment without 
summoning any witnesses, and they 
could from their own knowledge present 
•in indictment against anyone. Air. 
Davis quoted numerous authorities on 
the point, and was controverted by 
Judge IMartin. After some considerable 
argument on this point. Mr. Davis pass- 
id on the method of empanelling or 
piesrUiiiig the grand jury, and some 
time was spent by Mr. Davis in ex- 
plaining that the meaning of these 
terms were synonymous and finally 
Judge Martin" agreeing, said that the 
point was of little moment either way. 

Mr. UJavis then referred to the method 
of summoning the grand jury and said 
that he- was prepare,! lo admit that 
under (he circumstances the sheriff 
should have summoned all 13 of the 
names on the list, but unless the de- 
fence could show that the accused's case 
war. ..-.uidiced thereby they were not 
inri ..-d to have all the work done, so 
far put to one side- simply through a 
technical omission on the part or an 
o Ulcer of the court. .Mr. iDnvis then 
pointed out that had the man whose 
name appeared thirteenth on the list 
beui summoned, be could only have ap- 
peared in court uuder the care of his 
frkwls, who would have hod to explain 
for him the circumstances of the ease, 
ami that man would have heeii forth- 
with excused by the judge and the other 
12 would have been sworn in as a 
grr.r.J jury just, as they had been. Mr. 
Davis quoted many authorities bearing 
on the point, notably one which occurred 
in a murder t.ial in .Montreal some yolirs 
ago. Then the sheriff had summoned 
24 grand jurors, the first 12 of whom 
were 'sworn in. although the lav; at 
that time required but 12 to be sum- 
moned, the error having been made in 
summoning 2-1 through the sheriff over- 
looking the fact that the law in this re- 
spect had but recently been altered. The 
prisoner in this on so- was found guilty, 
and a motion had been made to quash 
the conviction, but had been refused. 

Judge Martin pointed out that nn er- 
ror in excess of the number required was 
not nt nil the same thing as an error 
where the Dumber -was less than that re- 
quired. Xhe defence contended that it 



lion i iires certain objections mad 
the constitution of the grand jury, but 
the constitution of the grand jury was 
at an end when the panel was completed 
and tho subsequent summoning of the 
grand jury had nothing to do with its 
constitution, so that if less ^ than the 
number set by statute were summoned, 
there was really no grand jury, and 
therefore the curative provisions made 
by section (320 would not apply. He 
was of opinion therefore that the in- 
dictment must be quashed and a new 
grand jury must deal with it. 

Mr. Peters then asked thai as it would 
be impossible for either himself or Mr. 
Duff to appear in case the trial were 
proceeded with in the near future, thai 
the case go over'until next, as-.'ize. 

Judge .Martin pointed out that as he 
would bo on circuit next week, it would

Mr. Smart said the condition of mining and 
general business lu Yukon was very sat- 
isfactory, having settled dowa to a legiti- 
mate basis. The days of Inflation and ex- 
travagant prices are past and Dawson has 
entered up an era of steady progress and 
stable improvement. The mineral resources 
of tho Territory, far from .showing signs of 
exhaustion, are only now beginning to be 
understood and those who have given them 
careful study, backed by experience In 
other gold tlcldn, pronounce them to be 
practically Inexhaustible. Mr. KItzliugli, a 
mining engineer of world-wide reputation, 
who cime down on the S. S. Princess May 
with Mr. Smart, told him the Yukon gold 
Colds surpassed in richness and perman- 
ency anything which he hud seen lu all 
his experience, which Includes South Af- 
rica.

Seventy years ago women could not 
vote anywhere. In LSliS .Kentucky gave 
school suffrage to widows. In ISoO On- 
tario gavo it to women, both married 
and single. In 1S« it Kansas gave it to 
all women. In 18(17 New South Wales 
gavo women .municipal suffrage. In 
1SC9 England gave municipal suffrage to 
single, women and widows. Victoria gave 
it to women, both married and single, 
ami Wyoming gave full suffrage to all 
women. 

In 1871 West Australia gavo municipal 
suffrage to women. 'School suffrage was 
granted .in 1875 by Michigan and Minne- 
sota, in 1S7U 'by' Colorado, in 1S77 by 
New Zealand, in 1S7S by New Hamp- 
shire and Oregon, in 1870 by Massachu- 
setts, in 1880 by New York and Ver- 
mont. In 1S80 .South Australia gave 
munic'ipnl suffrage to women. 

In 1881 municipal suffrage was ex- 
tended to the single Women and -widows 
of Scotland. Nebraska gave women 
school suffrage in lSS.'!, Ontario and Tas- 
mania gave them municipal suffrage in 
ISS4, anil Wisconsin gave them school 
suffrage in 1885. In 18S0 municipal 
suffrage was given in New Zealand and 
New Brunswick. 

In 1887 mun cipnl suffrage was granted 
in Kansas, Nova IScotia and Manitoba, 
and school suffrage in North and South 
Dakota, 'Montana, Arizona ami New 
Jetsey. In the same year Montana gave 
tax-paying women the rifflit to vote upon 
all questions submitted to the tax- 
payers. 

In 1888 England gave women county 
suffrage, and British 'Columbia and the 
.Northwest Territories gavo them muni- 
cipal suffrage. In 188'.) county suffrage 
was given to the women of Scotland, 
and mu'.icipal suffrage to single women 
and widows in the provir.ee of Quebec. 
In 181)1 school suffrage was granted in 
I Unois. In I.SlJ.'i school suffrage was 
granted in Connecticut, and full suffrage 
in Colorado and New Zealand. In 1894 
school suffrage was granted in Ohio, a 
limited municipal suffrage in Iowa, nnd 
parish and district suffrage in England 
to women, both married and single. In 
IS!).") full suffiage was granted in South 
Australia to women, both married and 
single. In 181)6 full suffrage was grant- 
id iu Utah and Idaho. 

Id 1S!>8 the women of Ireland were 
given the right to vote for all officer* ex- 
cept members of parliament; Minnesota 
gave women tho light to vote .for library 
trustees; France gave women engaged 
in commerce the right to vote for judges 
of the tribunal of commerce, and Louisi- 
ana gave tuxpuying women the right to 
vote upon till questions submitted to the 
taxpayets. In 1000 West Australia 
granted full parliamentary suffrage to 
women, both n. -mod and single. 

In 1901 New York gave tuxpuying 
women in till the towns and villages of 
the state the right to vote on questions 
of local taxation, Norway gavo them 
muuicLjia] suffrage, and tho Kansas 
legislature voted down almost unani- 
mously, and "amid a ripple of amuse- 
ment," a proposal to repeal municipal 
stiff, age. 

In 1902 full national suffrage was 
granted to all tho women of federated 
Ausl ralio. 

Years ago, when equal suffrage was 
much more unpopular than it is now, 
somebody asked Bishop Gilbert Haven 
if it were true that he had been speak- 
ing at n suffrage meeting. 

"Yes," answered the Bishop. "I don't 
want to fall in at the rear of this to- 
form; T mean to march with the pro- 
cession !"

Some Comparisons Between Canadian 
nnd United .States 'System. 
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From Montreal Star. 

The Interstnt'e Commerce Commission 
of the United States has just published 
a summary of its annual report of rail- 
way statistics for the year ended 80th 
.Tune, 1001. Comparing (hose figures with, 
those published by ou,' own railway de- 
partment for the same period, it would 
Wipenr thttl Canada, considering her pon- 
niation., U holding her own pretty v.ell. 
The number of miles of railway ' in op- 
era t ion in tho tJuitt't] Slntos on tho fJOtli 
of June. 1901. was 195,571; in Canada 
there were IS. 140. Tho population of 
the United Slates is about 14% times 
that of Canada, ami oil that basis it 
would require to have a railway mileage 
of 25:1.9(10, or nearly 40,000 miles more 
than it lias to be on an equality with 
this country. The increase in railway 
during the year was, in the United 
States 3.S02, in Canada 038. If we 
multiply 058 by 14% we get 9,541; 
The Canadian rate of increase was 
therefore nearly two and a half that 
prevailing on the other side. When : t 
ciiines, however, to the conveyance of 
passengers and' freight. Canada is not 
"in it" with the more populous country. 
In the matter of freight, we carried 
just about half the amount, and. in tho 
matter of passengers, less than half the 
number our population calls for. The 
proportion for Canada would, of course, 
be still snualler if the miles «f railway 
in operation were made the basis of 
rnmpntntnon. The actual figures are 
follows:

\\ hat seems remarkable is tlvat in the 
United States there was actually a fall- 
ing off in tho year under review of 
12.4o3.79S in the number of tons of 
freight carried; while in Canada ther. 
was an increase of 1,286.149 tons, o 
nearly three and a half per cent. Thes- 
figures do not include the huge harve 
of 1901. 

, As regards mere length of railway i 
operation an explanation may be foutn 
of the preponderance of the Cafladlai 
figures in the fact that the system of 
government bonusing is in active oper- 
t>m in this country, and does not, as 
sr rule, exist in the United States. 

The figures in regard to accidents aro 
Par from being completo in the .Canadian 
report. Wo learn simply that sixteen 
passengers were killed during the year. 
This. wi> regret to say, is nearly double 
the United Stntes ratio, and yet the figi 
tires for that country make a shocking 
total:

The Canadian report should certain] v 
bo more complete under this bond. We 
can only trust that tho figures which 
have not been given, as regards deaths 
of employees, etc., would not be propor- 
tionally as high as those for_passengers. 
Both in Camilla and in the United 
States there is much need for effort to 
approximate to the English standard in 
this matter. During the year 1901 not 
a single passenger was killed on 'any 
of tho English railways.
